Mr. Beavon moved, seconded by Mr. 
Sumlin, wheroaa a retuiii to an addreas 
of tho legislative a.-iseinhly for cnpiei nf 
tho order in council under which the 
Hon. .lolin Rohsoii, Provincial Secretary 
and Minister of Minos, acta as Promior, 
fails tu show that he hnx been authorized 
and appointed in accordnucu with tliu 
Htatute to so act during tho abnonco from 
the province of tho Hon. A. B. B. Dnvie, 
Premier and Att.<)i'noy - riunerul ; and 
whereas constitutional practice ro()uireii( 
that tho promiur, or sonie other nioinhar 
of the executive council pro)jerly and 
fully deputed to act for him, slnuild bo in 
the province, especially during thu annual 
session of tho legislative assembly; be it 
therefore resolved, that a respectful ad- 
dress bn presented to his honor the lieu- 
tenant-governor, directing his iittentioti to 
tho fact that no mombor of tho execntivu 
council, resident in the province, is pro- 



-perly authorized to fulfil, the functions 
devolving upon the (iromier of the pro- 
vince. 

Tho mover said tliis was a matter which 
called for the innncdi.ite attention of tho 
house. It w.is important the biisiiio.is 
should bu conducted in « coo.stitiiti(ui;il 
uisnner, and it was tho duty of both sides 
of tho hoii.se, irrespective "of polities, to 
»id in doing so. It was especially the 
duty tif tha ministry to explain every one 
of their acts, which woro subject tu the 
criticism of the legislativo aasoiiibly. The 
It-adnr of tho goveriiment hold one of tho 
moat iiiiport.mt iioaitions in the govorii- 
uiont, as tho existence i>f the iiiiniutry du- 
peiidud upon that gonllemaii's holding 
otiice, and in the legislature ho was jirac- 
tically ci)iiiiHaiider-iu-chief, Ho claimed 
the present leader of the goyernmont had 
not been aj)|iointod in accordance with 
tho atatute, hence the residutiou he now 
oir«rod. Tlioro was no one to act in the 
placo of tho legal premier, who w:t8 
absent through illneas, and it was doubt- 
ful if tho house had been ever legally 
called together. Tliuro was nothing to 
show tho jiresent acting- premier was 
loi^ally liUing ;he position, and he. the 
mover, cUiinod tlio hon. tlio provincial 
aecretary had no more authority to act na 
prumier than he (Mr. Beavon.) He folt 
he had sliov/n tho nocc.iaily of the rosolii- 
tioii, and without furtla-r tiring tho liouao 
he would leave tlio ipicition in tho Imiids 
of tho inoinbers, and if the govornmout 
wore defeated to-day tliore was no oiio in 
Hon. Mr. Davie's alwenoe who ootdd ten- 
dor the resignation of the government. 

The Hon. Mr. Robaou agreed with tho 
leader of the opposition a-i to tho accuracy 
of '.he premiihlo; hut tht! conclusion ar- 
rived at in the reaolnti(ui was erroneous. 
The legal phase of the ij nest ion he would 
leave to the hon. gentlenian who sits on 
his right; but it was perhaps duo to the 
house to state how it came about that he 
occupied the position of leader of the gov- 
ornmout. Aa they were all aware the 
premier had been ohlij^ed to leave tho 
province for a time in con.sc(iuencu of ill- 
iu's.s. l''inding that his ahaunco was likely 
tn he mucli more protracted than was at 
tiist anticipated, ho urgod his (Mr. Rob- 
son's) acceptance of the leadorshij), in 
which he wan joined by tho otlur mem- 
bers of tho cabinet. After a good deal of 
hesitation he (Mr. Robson) consented, 
.md the promior wrote to his honor 
the lieiiteiiant-j{9vernor reooniiiiending 
hia honor to roco^nizu him (Mr. UobHon) 
an leader, ilo (Mr. Robson) contendocl 
that t hi» WHS all that WM necessary. The 
poBition of premier wu not a statutory 
one, tiiid tliure was- no occasion for an 
onlor in council.. The hon. gentleman 
jiroyoeded to point out that the practice 
in thia iiistaiico was the uaual practice 
which had b«eii followed in this and otker 
pi'ovincua. He did not wish to be jier- 
sonal, hut ho quite undoratooil that the 
coiiip(,Bition of the prosont cabinet was 
not aatiafactory to tho le.tder of the op- 
position. In fact, no cabinet itrould meet 
with that gontlutnaii's approval which did 
not have himself for head, the member 
for Comox for tail, and such tilling in na 
was aflordcd by tUo wretched material 
compoaiijg Her Majesty 'b loyal ojiposition. 
(Cheers and laughter.) 

Mr. (irant said ha had a great respect 
for th« Hon. Mr. Davie, and no one re- 
^'rultod more than him to see the hon. 
gentleman abaont from bis post. ..lie had 
a pecf»ot"'rigli'ii' to abse'iiujliowevci', 
arid the only objaetion was that' hia pro:(y 
hnd not been appointed to act during hia 
ahasnse in accordanoa with the statute of 
tha province, which no act of the execu- 
tiva could set aaida. 7h» arguments of 
tha hon. Provincial Sacretary were mere 
aophistry. If other premiers were absent 
from their paats, it.wH -ne .ontenon 
HI to follow, u3 the statute under which 
we were acting niitfht not spj)ly to other 
[jrovincca. According ta the way matters 
utood now, if tho present acting lioad af 
tlin gorurninent liauded in the resij^nation 
of tha ministry, when tho^ Hon. Mr. 
Davie returned from California he would 
be premier still; It wai iinpossible to 
undsrstand how the hon. provincial sec- 
reUry held the poaition of premier, and 
if tho yovernnietil now would only ac- 
knowledge their error iti would bo ovor- 
lowked and rectitied. Ha would heartily 
support the resolution, 

ilun, Theo. Davie said that no mistake 
had been made, and .- the'< oppoiition sa 
jsual had discovered a mure s-nest. If 
any mistake liad been made hon. gentle- 
men oiJiauite knew well enou^'li that a 
constitutional method exi.-ittd of spring- 
ing a volcano undor the scata of thu cab- 
inet, which the oppoaition would il« in a 
inomeut if there was ground. The member 
fur Casaiar haH referred to the premier as 
being necessarily an officer of the govern- 
ment. Herein lay tho mistjike. Tho 
preiuiur might or might not be an oflicur. 
Hia poaition of premier .vaa distinct from 
any ollico ho might hold. For instance, he 
beliavad Mr. DoCoanios (ho spoko subject 
to correction) many years ag(j was pre- 
mier although lie held no othce. So it waa 
with himself (Mr. Uavio); ho waa a mom 
bur of the cabinet, but held no uihcial 
position. The statute upon irhich Mr.' 
Beavon based his resolution provided: 

"Any of the powers and duties which have 
been hurulofoiu or may be hereafter nselguod 
Ijy law lo any of t hu olllccrs now constllutinK, 
or who may hcrcaftur c:onstituto. tlie Executive 
Council of lirit ihh l.'uluuibiu. may from l luiolo 
liiuu, hy Urder in (.'oiiucil, hu aHslKiiud and 
i.roiisfcrrail.eil lior for a.liinitcd iioriod, or ol li«r- 
wiso to any other of tho said oHlcora hy uam«or 
olherwl.ie." 

This statute waa coutined to ofticern, 
and did not apply to noa-oUicial members 
of the cabinet. Under the cimatitution 
act the oUicers of the govurnmeiib consist 
of pruvinoial secretary, chief coniiniaaiouor 
of lands and works, attornoy-goneral and 
linance minister. If any of theao otlicura 
wore to iiit«r-cliuuge duties tlion tho sLat- 
iitu would apply. The premier, or proai- 
ileiit of the council or anjr. oo* . holding a 
iion-otlicial position were' differently situ- 
ated, and the statute in no wise applied to 
them, 10 that any member of the execu- 
tive could fill the position of -premier 
without being aQ'ectou by the act which 
was liiiiitud to olticora, by name, of the 

.;ahillot. 

Hon. Mr. lluni[)hreys aniuaod the 
iiouao for few uiiimtcf! extracting a few 
(juutations from Dickon's writings, and 
reiterated the statements of the hon. 
leader of the opposition that tho present 
l^ovoriiiuonh was illegally oonstitutad. 

M r. Uoavon in closing the debate, .said 
I hn.t when Mr. DeCosmos and Mr. Walk- 
oai wora absent from the Province, an 
milor-in-counoil was passed authorizing 
another member to act in their stead, 
and the law of 1880 previded that a dif- 
foroat courso should be followed. Tho 
Provincial Secretary had at^tod that the 
preamble waa correct. 

Hon. Mr. Robson — Bocauau tho pre- 
amble does not deal with tho question. 

Mr. Boavon said that there was only 
one method of comhiunicating with tho 
Lioutenanfc^overnor, and that was by a 
minute of council, but this was not done, 
and tho Provincial Secretor.v noknowlodg- 
od that the whole procoediiig was accom- 
plished klirongh a note from the Prainier 
to the Lioutenaiit-Govornor, which 
waa not the corioct method 
riio hon. gentleman quoted thu practice

In leaving tho 
Central Preabytorian Church, Toronto, he 
had sufl'ored a wrench that he trusted ho 
would never again experience. He had 
roooived from his late charge many ex- 
pressions of regret and tokens of affection, 
and he ^had'.aeparated from them in sor- 
row. It would ba a joy to him if the 
sacrifice he had made enabled him to. win 
thu esteem and affection of tho people 
here as he had won them in Toroatx). It 
was the desire of serving his Master that 
had induced him to accept tho coll to 
Victoria. Since arriving here he had 
met with great, kiudneaa, and hie recep- 
tion to night had somewhat relieved hia 
sorrow in parting his old friends. An- 
ticipating hia coming, a Victoria journal 
sometime ago, in giving a biographical 
sketch, had stated -that he waa n native 
of Canada. Unfortunately, like many 
others present to-night, he was born a 
Scotchman, and tho place of his birth wag 
Gourooh on the Clyde. (Laughter.) If 
ono could not be a Canadian, he supposed 
the next beat thing waa to bo a Scotch- 
man, and ho would j)ut any right wlio 
had been led to believe otherwise. The 
biugra|)hy also stated that ho was a rela- 
tive of Dr. Norman McLeod. He had no 
doubt that that gentleman .irouId;^baTe 
felt highly honored if he knew that he 
waa a relative of the pastor of St. An- 
drew's Church, Victoria. (Laughter.) 
That eminent divine was dead and would 
never know. However, ho waa not a rela- 
tive, only a kind of forty-seooiid cousin, 
such as waa recognized in the Highlands. 
He folt that hia Master had called him to 
tho work in Victoria, and he felt assured 
of thu success of the congregation. There 
was good material in St. Andrew's Church. 
This reminded him of a i)rayer 
lie once heard made ou behalf of a 
lURii. It stated that bo was goodc oal 
hut reqnirod lighting up.

If, as has been said, flowers mark 
the footsteps of angola, it may also bo 
said that many of our birda echo and re- 
echo their voices. No place in the world 
is moi-o musical tlmn a country orchard or 
patch of sluibbery, of an early spring 
morning, and it is aomowhat curioua that 
the sweetest of our singing birds sing 
loudest and longest in the immediate 
neighborhood of the dwellings of man. 
Mr. Montague Chamberlain, of St. John, 
N;B., has long been known as one of the 
most enthusiastic ornithologists in Can- 
ada. He was for many years one of the 
associate editors of The Ark, which is the 
official organ of the American Ornitiiolo- 
gical Union, and ho also contributed con 
Btantly to the Bidtcfin of the Natural 
History Society of New Brunswick. The 
BulUlin for 1882 (No. l.)coBtained his "Ca- 
talogue of the Birds of New Brunawiok,*;. 
with notes based on his own experience.- 
In No. II. these notes were continued. He 
has of late been'engaged in compiling a 
catalogue, not of a single province, mere- 
ly, but ef the whole Dominion -a work 
in which he was encouraged by Prof. 
Allen, of tho Museum of Natural Histoiy 
of Now York, Dr. Hart Merrinm and 
others of the most distinguished ornithol- 
ogists of tho United States. Tho work 
has just been published by Messrs. J. & 
A. McMillan, of St. John, N. B., in a 
manner which does credit to that enter- 
I>ri8ing firm— being beautifully printed in 
large clear type on tinted paper, with 
wide margins, and neatly bound. Its 
object, as the author states in his profaco, 
"is to bring together the names of all tho 
birds that have been discovered in Can- 
ada, from tho Atlantic to the Pacific, and 
north to the Arctic." The system of 
nomenclature adopted is that in vogue 
among the iiuiators of the science on this 
continent. Mr. Chamberlain complanis 
of tho lack of attention from which 
Canadian ornithology has hitherto suf- 
fered. Indeed, in introducing his New 
Brunswick catalogue, he pointed out that 
the only complete list previously given ti 
the world had been from the pen of Dr 
AdawB, staff surgeon-major, who had 
gained his knowledge while stationed in 
Canada with his regiment (the 22nd) in 
1807 and 1868. He also charges uur Geo- 
logical and Natural History survey, which, 
jis Aiiu-rican scioiitists gladly testify, ha.s 
achieved splendid results in botany, with 
neglecting tho ornithologiQal;br^Uoh cf its 
work. JTho consequence is that depend- 
ence has had to be placed in records of 
distribution, on the testimony of obser- 
vers who have necessarily had a compara- 
tively limited experience. All possible 
care has, however, been taken to have 
such testimony verified, and Mr. Cham- 
berlain trusts that "with all its faults and 
errors, tho work may pn.vo of some ad- 
vantage to all who take an interest in our 
birds, and bo of some aervico to atuilonta." 
That it will do so we have no reason to 
doubt, and wo are happy to, ooi^ratulate 
tho author on the completion of ^ work to 
which he has dev»)ted so much well- 
directed energy and enlightened zeal. 
To Mr. John Fannin, curator of our 
provincial museum, he acknowledges his 
indebtedness for valuable information 
concerning tho birds of British Columbia, 
and deservedly so. Mr. Fainiin's name 
appears, wo might almost sny, upon every 
page in connection with tho difl'orent 
species, and in every case he is ac- 
curate. Mr. Fannin's groat powers 
of obsorvntion and deep scientific know- 
ledge have assisted Mr. Chamberlain 
very largely in making his work invalu 
able to all students of ornithology, 



THE DAKGEBS OF COAL MlNlKtt. 

How Chinese Stand In Eelatlon to Them- 
* • The Facts as They Are. 

To TiiK EOITOIU—Reading an article in 
the Victoria Tiiiws the other evening 
headed "Safety vs. Dollars," 1 was much 
struck with the anunus apparently con- 
voyed in tho heading, and by aeiitoncos 
ill tho body of tho article seeming also to 
iiidicatu a decided bias in the agitation 
lit present pmceoding iiliecting the em- 
ployment of Chiiieao in coal mines. It 
therofoio occurred to mo that having con- 
dideiablo leisure, and not being an inler- 
ested party in any way (other tliun as 
prompted by a love of fair play and an 
earnest regard for the safety of my fellow 
beings), I sliould be able to spare time to 
obtani facts to lay before the miner.s 
tliemaelvea, and the public generally, and, 
secondly, to review them dispassionately 
and impartially, aa the grave importance 
(jf such a matter requires. Tlie source 
from which tho atateiiienta are gathered 
(reports of the minister of minea) is auf- 
ticient guaiautee of tlieir correctness,— 
while the impartiality of my comments 
upon the iiiuuist be decided by tho reader. 

1 tind that aince the passage of the coal 
mines regulations act 1877 up to the end 
of 1837, the number of accidents in coal 
mines in British Columbia, arising from 
gas explosions or fire, is thirty-nine. ()f 
cijurae there have been nmny other acci- 
dents fatal and non-fatal, such as those 
occasioned by falling rock, falling coal, 
riding on coal cars, croasiug a shaft-bot- 
tom "under cage, and by Hying coal from 
.--hots, etc. Such 1 do not include m my 
list, judging it necessary only to ineution 
those which have endangered or lost the 
lives of others than the persons who were 
the direct agents of tho accidents, culpa 
bly so or othorwiae.

AURIFEttOUS ORES. 



At H recent mooting of tho Canadian 
Institute, Toronto, Mr. Charles M. Dob- 
son, M. E., rend an important paper on 
Auriferotu Ores. He demonstrated tho 
enormous loss sustained by the ordinary 
methiids of reducing ores. After detail- 
ing his experience in treating .West 
African gold ores by processes which were 
clainiod to bo most successful in saving 
float and flour gold, and his experiments 
in olectro-morcurial amalgamation, ho 
said ; " With those facta before me, 1 
built ft machine ospociaily for tho treat- 
niont of thuae ores, and I am jiroud to 
say that 1 have sivved nearly twenty five 
per cent, more gold than I had done 
prior to tho use of the machine. En- 
couraged by this, after leaving tho West 
^VfjW't oon^h 1 iiupfovsd ih» •/stem »nd 



During the period over which the acci- 
dents ex"tended there were eiiiployetl ill 
the mines r),'S>'.i white men and .•3,(113 
Ciiiiiameu. Tiiis doea not include the 
number of Chinamen employed by the 
minors, which, however, judging from the 
ti^'ures given in the othciitl reports unon 
tho Wellinigton colliery for 1880 and 1887, 
(the only instances in which 1 can find 
them) are aa about seven Chinese to every 
fifteen white ininois. Sujiposing, how- 
over, there was only one Oliiuaman to 
every throe white men. 'i'his would give 
1,980 Chinese as having been employed 
by tho minors during this time, and make 
th'8 number of Chinese more than e(|ual to 
that of tho whites. I thus tind that of 
thirty-nine accident.s, occasioned by an 
ecjual number of wliites and Chinese, 
bUmably or otherwise, the latter aro re- 
sponsible for not (luile eight per cent, of 
them. 

Against tho note of one accident in 
18841 pbce an asterisk; as it appears 
from the report that a white man and a 
Cliinaman were jointly working at the 
s[)ot where the explosion occurred. It 
reads thus : 

"188-1. —Feb. 11. — Thomas Laugliton, 
miner, and Ah Ueaiig were s'iglitly Imrii- 
ed about the lianda and face by an explo- 
sion of gas. They were working at a 
fault and had atruck tho coal, when it 
tired on them, in No. 3 shaft, Wellington." 

The accidents, which in the list 1 have 
attributed to Cliiiiesc, aro ns follows : 

"1879.— This accident occurred in the 
Wellington colliery April 17th, 187!l, by 
which seven white men * to- 
gether with four Chiuamcii lost their 
ives — by an cKploaion of tire damp in 
No. 10 level." * * ♦ "Verdict : We 
find froia the evidence before us that 
* came to their death from the 
ofl'ects of an explosion of gaa in the 10th 
level of tho Wellini'tuu coal mine on 
Thursday tho 17th day of April, 1879; and 
wo further find that the said explosion 
was cauaed by a Chinaman pa.saiiig toward 
the face of No. 10 level; and we further 
find greiiter prdtoailtipn ahould have been 
tJikeii to prevent ^inexporienccd persons 
from passing through curtain No. 3 into 
the faci3 of the 10th level. John Williams, 
fureiiiaii." 

1 must, however, in fairin'ss add a re- 
mark made by tlie Inspector of Mines, 
whicli appears to show contributory neg- 
ligence upon a white man's part: "It was 
])roved by corroborative evidence that 
when the manager left the mine, Dixon 
was left in charge, and was cautioned 
several times to be sure and not allow 
anyone through tliis curtain. If he left 
the ourtahi he ouglit, in my ojiiiiioii, by 
all means to have deputed some one to 
stay there in his place." 

"1882, Juno 3.— Ah Cay, Lin Sin, and 
Say Loy, Chinamen, wore burnt by an 
explosion of ga.s in No. 3 shaft, Welling- 
ton Colliery. They wont into a place 
which waa fenced oil'. The foreman hav- 
ing examined it in tho nioniiiig, there 
was no gas; four hours later tiio foreman 
was in the same place, and finiuil all clear; 
later the Chinamon went, not having any- 
thing to do there, hence tho explosion as 
ab(jve.', 

188(1, December 7. —Two Chinamen 
wore very slightly burned by an explosion 
of gaa while at work in No. 1 shaft, Na- 
naiino Colleiery." 

Now it docs not ajipcar from the above 
statements wlietlier in all these cases 
tho Chinese showed want of experience, 
gross carelessnoaa, or were in any way to 
blamo. T'hey may or may not have been. 
Tiiat question I must leave to thu.se who 
remember tho instances or are in posses- 
sion of fuller particulars. 

It is hut fair to say here that I do not 
by any uicana protend that tho thrty-six 
accidents occasioned by whites wore all 
capable of boinjf averted by ordinary 
caution or oxiiononco; far from it. In 
some cases I find tiiat blamo is attached; 
in others a mere atiiteiuent of tlio acci- 
dents ia inado, with the names of those 
who caused them. So inucli for tho facts. 
Now, after having stated as n preliminary 
that I neither have nor pretend to havo 
any thecirotical knowledge of, nor practi- 
cal acf|Uaintanco with coal raining, 1 ask 
to bo coiieoded tho capability(oven as every 
juryman is supposcjl to bo capable) of com- 
ing to a decision upon the facts before me. 

With roferenco to the mention in the 
'Xim», tlwt it ii th« opinio» pf ami oi 



the men that the fire in No. 4' shaft was 
caused by Cliinamen, 1 havo ascortained 
that it waa found impossible to come to 
any conclusion as to the cause; but that 
there is progreaaing, even at this present, 
a strict iriveatigation into the mystery, — a 
mystery, moreover, which it is thought 
tvill admit of afar ditt'urent interprotiition. 

As to the reuiiirks in the same paper up- 
on the prnbablo cause of tho last disaster, I 
cannot help thinking there must be a mis- 
take. Not one of the forty witncasea (1 
believe that waa tlie number) at that in- 
(lueat gave any evidence as to the door 
near what waa spoken of aa Homo's head- 
ing, being open, and the fact of its being 
loft standing was accounted for by mining 
experts. It seemed to be fully establishod 
that if there hud boon such an absence of 
air current in the workings as to permit 
an accumulation of sufficient gas to cause 
the explosion, tho men would never havo 
been found at or near their stalls, for 
they would long before have coiiio out to 
ascertain the roaaon tho air was being 
diverted. 

The general cry against the Chineao 
hitherto has been that their competition 
ia ruinous, and I suppose it can bo truth- 
fully said that all tho working classes 
have joined in the complaint. It is, more- 
over, a complaint which 1 bolievu to be 
well-founded, for whore a Chinaman really 
does come into direct coniitotition with a 
white man, tho latter must give way, tho 
habits of life of the Asiatic giving him 
such an immense advantage. But do nut 
the mon who in precept claim that compe- 
tition wi,th Chineao is ruinous, [irove by 
example that the employment of Chineao 
is protitablc / 1 think they do; and can 
hardly aay it is an argument in favor of 
their conaistoncy. And yet it seems that 
it was not until after this explosion (and 
tho verdict at tho imiuost that it was 
cauaed by a blown-out shot tired by a 
white man) that the miners suddenly came 
to the conclusion that Chinese were dan- 
gerous and that it would not do for either 
master or man to employ tiiem. So earn- 
est do the iiiiiiera at Nanaimo appear to 
be in this res(jlve, that they aro, 1 hear, 
employing Indiana inatcad, at which, 1 
also hear, tho Wellington minors are very 
indignant; though I would not like to 
think that their indignation arises from 
there being no raucherie near enough to 
Wellington to allow them to do tho same 
thing. 

The writer intends no aaraism in thcao 
remarks, hut only wishes to point out an- 
other ovidenco of inconsistency upon tho 
part of the miners who, he trusts, will re- 
ceive this in tho well-meaning spirit in 
which it is ofVered. Their first and all im- 
porLaiit olijcct should be the assurance of 
tho greatest possible safety of their lives, 
and to secure this, it is well to see -set- 
ting prejudice aside- from whence tlie 
greatest danger threatens. Is it from tlio 
want of sufficient ventilation of tho work- 
Is it from any laxity lUi the jiart 
o£ the iiianagemeut of the collicriesy Or 
is it from ti e consuniijtiou by tho miners 
in one year of 270, Kio pcmiids of powder 
in working their coal, from shots that are 
planted too heavily in the desire to get 
out tho highest possible (juantity of coal, 
or does it come from the prosunco in the 
mines of Chinoso? Think, miners, before 
you answer. Bo just, bo honorable, and 
then if you feel you can truthfully and 
sincerely say that you consider your chief 
danger lies in tlie fact that during tho 
past ten years 8 jier cent, of your acci- 
dents, of a dangerous nature, were cauaed (.'hainli 
by Chinese, then say so liy all lueaiis. 
But how would such a complaint look be- 
side one made by tho Chinese that the re- 
ni.iining 92per cent were caused by' your- 
selves? Get Cliinese oiit of the inines if 
you are able to (for you seem to wish it), 
but don't give as a reason that they are 
dangerous, for it would follow that you 
ire far inoro so. For my part I would 
prefer to see Cliinamen out of Briti.sli Co- 
lumbia; but it is not constitutional to 
legislate thetn'out'of the eountryjand until 
it is, I d(i'n6ti-;believe it is "constitiitional 
toleguilate theni 'ouc of the mines.

Mayor G'laiit called the iiieelim; to 
oilier shortly after 8 o'clock, and invited 
all who chose to take a seat on the phit- 
form. 

In response to this invitition Jlessis. 
.AIcGlyinont, West, Humphreys, and the 
delegation of miners frwiu Naiiaimo, took 
beats on the sttigo. 

His Worship explained that a deputa- 
tion of miners from Wellington h.id been 
sent hero in the interests of the coal niiii- 
era, and to look after the propoaed amoiid- 
meiit te the Coal Mines Act. Ho askud 
a patient hearing for all tho speakurs, uinl 
hoped all present would keep gopd order. 
He would first introduce Mr, Thomas 
Williams. 

Mr. Williams, on coming forwsrJ, said 
he was a miner of tweiitj'-tivo years' ex- 
perience, and ho came to V^ictoria to give 
his views on, more particularly, the Chin- 
eso (piestion. His oxperieiico was that 
Chinese wore a dangerous element in a 
mine, and instanced two or throo cnsos 
where accidents occurred through Cbiii- 
esu being unacquainted with tho danger- 
ous iiatuie of gas. A chinainaii in a mine 
has a roving commission — can como or no 
where ho likes — while a white man, ac- 
cording to tho Mining Act, can only go 
where his working is. His ophiioii of tlic 
recent explosion was diilerent to what was 
published in the newspapers, but of 
eoui-do, ho was only a poor miner and his 
opinion did not count for much. His ex- 
perience, however, with all classes ttf 
men in iiiinea, was that a Cliiiiaiiian was 
the most stubborn and pig-headed indi- 
vidual in existence in coal mines. The 
miners had drawn up some amendiueiils 
to the Coal Mines' act in their own hiter- 
e.sts which they hoped ' to ''have pass.ed in 
tho legislature, and as the resolutions 
were framed to savo life and property, 
anyone raising a hand ai^ainst their be- 
coming law was an accessory to niaa- 
slaughter should accidents occur in the 
future. He then referred- to th« work- 
ings of mines, and tho danger of ooiploy- 
ing Chinese therein, and concluded by 
asking all present to attach their names 
to a petition about to be presented to the 
legislature. 

Iilr. lianna, another of the delegation, 
and a miner of 24 years experience, spuko 
in tho sanio strain, referring particularly 
to tho necessity of doing away with the 
employment of Chinese in l;he coal minus. 

Mr. West spoke briefly in Buppi,rt of 
the amondmtnts, and lujped tho petition 
would receive many signatuioj. It was 
not a (|ueiition of politics, but a movement 
in thu interest of human life, and could 
not be lojked upon as class legislation. 
He was very sorry not to see more busi- 
ness men and p«liticiana present, buo if 
tha question was properly understood tlio 
hall would have been crowded. 

Mr. r. B. llumphruys then caino for- 
ward, and carefully posing," /(( Napoleon, 
with one hand negligently inserted in his 
(lanta' pocket and tho other in the breaac 
of lliu Coat, he cominoiiced in is usual 
bumptious style, and made a long speech 
attacking tho mine owners, lauding liiiii- 
aelf, and currying favor with the audi- 
ence, especially with tbe miners, electing 
himself t'jeir chamiiion, and tho sole cus- 
todian of their rights. Ho would not go 
so far as t(.> say coal mine owners were 
in favor of employing Chinese, but liis 
impression was, from what he bad soon 
in the legislature, that they would bu tho 
gainers by keeping them on, so that in 
case of a strilf o tiiey would not be de- 
pendent on the white man. 

Mr. Campbell, a minor, Said he was not 
a speaker of any merit, but he h'id had 
thirty years' experience in mining, sixteen 
years in British Columbia aiidjtbe rest in 
Scotland and tlie United States. Tho 
speaker then gave his opinion of the ef- 
fect of employing Chiiiaiiieii in thu mines 
had. Ho said he had known of Cliiim- 
men lighting tires in the mines to warm 
themselves. This he said, was very dan- 
gerous, for in the event of gas being in 
the ' mine, an explosion would occur 
without a moments notice. His ex- 
perience with Cliinainen in tho iniiios 
showed that they are very cureless, and 
tho iuen have come to tho conclusion that 
the Cliinaiiieii have been the cause of the 
explosions in the mines. Tho minors 
lioi)od that the people of Victoria would 
sign the petitio^.i to dispense with Chiuase 
labor entirely. . Mr. Dunsmuir had stated 
that money was no object to him, and 
that.he would do what he could to satisfy 
the white minors. Tho speaker said he 
had put a groat deal of faith in Mr, 
DuiiNinuir's roniarks, but that gentleman 
was now- trying to do away with tho most 
vital clause in tho aiiiondments to the 
Milling Regulations' Act. 

Mr. McUlyniont said that, aa was 
stated by previous speakers, this was not 
a political meeting, but simply to show 
tho people of Victoria what tho niinern 
dosiro. Ho considered that nny 
one Avho would not take this 
matter up and assist the miners 
would have murder upon his head. Ho 
did not believe iu mincing matters. All 
know that the government is controlled 
by one man, and the lives of those miners 
are in his hands. It reata with the pouplo 
whether Mr. Dunsmuir is to have tliis 
control or not. If a man goes into the 
legislature with an all-powerful influence 
and works for hiii own p«nonal iidvftntai^e, 



ho lias betrayed tho trust, of '.the, people 
who put him there. . .^ .
